presnion of Warren's attitude on Little 
Kound Top during the mwt desperate 
struggle on the field of Gettysburg, it 
has been approved by the General's 
widow. While spirited and ercn dra- 
matic in pose it is faithful in portrait- 
ure, the military and defiant feature of 
his elastic figure being very pro- 

The figure will be of bronze, heroic 
in size— that is seven and a half feet 
high —and will stand on a mass of gran- 
ite bowldm taken from the historic 
spot of Little Round Top itself with 
the consent of the Gettysburg Hattle 
F ield Association. 

Although the contract between the 
sculptor nnd Warren PotlSOM not ex- 
press the fact that the memorial is to be 
eree-ted there its destination, without 
any doubt, will lw Prospect Park, which 
ultimately will have several expressive 
and Imposing memorials of the civil 
war. 

It will be recalled that General War- 
ren was chief topographical engineer 
under General Hooker during the Get- 
tysburg fight, and went to Little Kound 
Top on the morning of the sec- 
ond day of the battle. He found the 
signul corps gathering their flogs to 
leave the hill. He ulso discovered that 
Hood's Texans were flunking Sickles' 
corps, and threatened disaster to the 
Union army. General Warren, by a 
" gxtrrr, made the enemy believe 
stronger than we were, and 
>wn the height In search of 
a brigade and bat- 
tery! and led them up to the scene just 
as Hood's men were coming up the other 
side of the summit, and then ensued a 
UoodjT hand-to-hand fight which re- 
mains, perhaps, the thrilling Incident of 
the civil war. Mr. Haervr has wrought 
the bee and attitude of this statue with 
a dcLTininution and eagerness to excel 
that make it one of the liest productions 
of the sculptor's art serving to com- 
memorate the brave und signal deeds of 
either Confederate or t'nion soldier. 
The chairman of the monument eoiu- 
BtttM is Mr. It. C Smith.

What la called lirazllian pebble It 
often nothing but a fine quality of 
glass, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. The real lirazilian pebble la a 
kind of roek crystal, found in many 
parts of the world, but in great pro- 
fusion in Ilrazil. and hence the name. 
There is a pet superstition that the 
lirazilian pebble glasses preserve tlie 
sight, but no solid foundation for il 
exists. Fine glass is every whit as g«x»d 
and costs far less on account of the 
labor and care required to griud the 
erystul U. the proper shape. 

The only real advantuge the crystal 
lenses have over those of glaas is in the 
hardness of the material, which ren- 
ders them much less liable Ut become 
scratched and so dimmed, but other- 
wise the glaas Is as good. There are 
several tesU by which to distinguish 
the genuine pebble 
tatiou. but tin 
that of touch 

feel far colder to the finger or tongue 
than the glass, so much so that after 
touching a glass lens and then one of 
crystal any one wUl be able to detou* 
the differe nce-

It may be that the Kentucky Midland 
Railway exten«lon .eheme is in the soup, 
since the new Constitution, which went 
Into effect laat Monday, forbida county 
aid. hut we think not. 

The vote ordered by the County Court 
for (Vtober 1% to ascertsln whether a 
majority of qualified voters or Montgom- 
ery county are willing to have county 
bonds issued for stock in said railroad to 
the amount of 9100,000, according to the 
proposition accepted by the County 
Court and published In The Sentinel 
" rmocrat laat week, will be taken. 

It was the opinion of some of our peo- 
ple that when the new constitution went 
into effect that no county or city could 
vote aid to a railroad, even under exist 
ing charters, hence it was thought that 
if Montgomery county did not take a 
vote on .uhscrihlng aid to the Midland 
Railway before the new Constitution was 
promulgated that that would stop the 
proceeillngs; but such I. not the case. 

Our fear, were unfounded. The sec- 
tion of the new Constitution relied on to 
kill off such business reads: "The Gener- 
al Assembly .hall not authorise any 
county or subdivision thereof, city, town 
or incorporated district, to become a 
>tockholder in any company, aasociation 
or corporation, or to obtain or appropri- 
ate money for, or to loan its credit to, 
any corporation association or individu- 
al, except for the pur|Hise of construct- 
ing or maintaining bridges, turnpike 
roads or giavel roads." 

It will be seen that this ia in the fu- 
ture, and has no reference to past acta of 
the Legislature granting authority to 
vote aid to railroad*. Iii other words, it 
does not repeal, or annul, the charter of 
the Ky. Midland Railway authorising 
Montgomery county to take stock In 
that corporation. Hence it is all right 
to go ahead with the vote, and If a ma- 
jority of the voters vote in favor or the 
proposition submitted, the county 
have to subscribe the amount in st»»ck 
as agreed, provided the railroad compa- 
ny complies with lu part of thecontract. 

Hon. Cassiua M. Clay, jr., true to his 
old tricks of opposing the interests of 
Eaatern Kentucky, made a red-hot speech 
in favor of the immediate promulgation 
•I' the new Constitution and carried his 
point. Mr. Clay is n thoroughbred and 
ves in the center or (tod's country 
here the sky comes down like a bl 
parasol all 'round him. and he has very 
little consideration for the hewers of
